In 1977 the Programmes and Law Information Development 
Section of the Federal Department of Justice undertook to organize 
a survey of existing Law for the lLayperson materials and 
programmes, with a view to identifying what needed to be done to 
make federal laws more accessible to the public. Using funds 
available under the Canada Employment Commission's Summer Job 
Corps Programme, -teams of students, each working under the 
direction of a law student project leader and a law professor as 
adviser, gathered information in each of the provinces. The 
Survey was so successful that it was decided to edit the results 
ang, publish’ **them "as "2 national directory of public legal 
information. To fill in some obvious gaps and to bring the survey 
up to date, the Department of Justice obtained additional funds 
from the Summer Job Corps Programme in 1978. While some of this 
information may be outdated, and omissions may have been made, the 
data contained in this Directory reflects, as accurately as 
possible, the situation as of August, 1978. 


The Directory is comprised of thirteen volumes - one for 
each of the ten provinces, two national volumes (one English, one 
French) and an Index volume. It is the Department's intention to 
update the Directory on a regular basis and to publish replacement 
volumes from time to time as it appears to be necessary. 


Without the effort of many people in each province, ‘the 
publication of this Directory would not have been possible. The 
Department of Justice wishes to express its sincere appreciation 
to all those citizens, groups, associations, institutions and 
agencies who provided the information for the Directory; to the 
survey teams who laboured with great enthusiasm and dedication on 
the task; to the law professors and others who volunteered their 
time and expertise as advisers; and finally to the project leaders 
who not only were responsible for directing the survey and 
reporting the results to the Department, but also for 
administering the project funds. In New Brunswick the project 


leader in 1977 was George Thériault and in 1978 was Alan Dunch. 
To them must go special thanks. 


The Department is pleased to have the co-operation of 
the Canadian Law Information Council in the final production and 
distribution of the Directory. This collaboration is appropriate 
as the Council is a Federal-Provincial body whose objective is to 
"enhance the quality and increase the availability of information 
pertaining to the law in Canada for the Benefit of the Canadian

USER'S GUIDE TO THE DIRECTORY 


The 1978 Canadian Directory of Public Legal Information 
- New Brunswick is one in a series of 12 volumes which comprise a 
catalogue of public legal information available in Canada. A 
separate volume has been published for each province, together 
with a National volume (available in both French and English) 
which catalogues’ legal information available from Federal 
Government Departments, Federal Agencies, National Organizations 
and federally-oriented commercial publications. In addition to 
these 12 volumes, there is also a single-volume index which spans 
the entire 12-volume collection. 


This Directory is subdivided into five “categories: 
Government, Public Groups, Private Groups, Media and Commercial 
Publications. Public Organizations are those which derive their 
existence through Statute and/or which’ receive government 
direction. Organizations are listed in alphabetical order under 
the appropriate category in the Table of Contents. 


In the body of the Directory itself, organizations are 
listed together with their address, the name of a contact person 
and a short description of the functions and programmes of the 
organization. Following this, you wiil find ‘a descriptive summary 
of the law-oriented publications and audio-visual material which 
are available from that particular source. 


At the end of this Directory, you will find two subject 
indexes: a subject index to organizations and a subject index to 
publications/audio-visual material. If you are looking for’ *the 
names of organizations active in the subject area of "Women and 
the Law" for example, look under the appropriate subject heading 
in the "Organizations Subject Index" and you wild find) the names 
of such organizations together with a page number reference. 16s 
you are looking for "Women and the Law" publications, Look in =the 
"Dublications Subject Index" under the appropriate heading. The 
reference is to the alpha-numeric part of the publication 1.e. 
under the subject heading "Women and the Law" you will find NB-55.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The Department of Education is responsible for the 
financing, the administration and the operation of the public 
school system in New Brunswick. It has control over the school 
curricula. Fifty per cent of New Brunswick English high schools 
offer an optional course in law. About three per cent of the 
students take this course. Two French high schools in Edmundston 
and Buctouche offer a law course. As well it is through this 
department, in conjunction with the University of New Brunswick 
and the Université de Moncton, that teachers in this province are 
certified. 


The course offered in Law is referred to as Law 
11-3. The student must be in grade 11 to become enrolled in the 
course. The course is comprised of both a compulsory and an 
Optional section. The former covers such subject matters as the 
Canadian Judicial System, Contracts especially between employee 
and employer, Bailments, Canadian Citizenship, Civil Rights, 
Commercial Law, Constitutional Law, Copyright and Trademark, 
Criminal, Quasi-Criminal, Family, Real Property, and Labour. The 
optional section covers Insurance, Municipalities, Juvenile, 
Torts, and the area of Elections, depending on both teacher and 


student interest. The course is designed merely as an information 
course. At present the course is not available to the PULL. 
However, should there arise sufficient interest it may be offered 
through the Community College.

FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMMES: 


The Department of Justice is generally responsible 
for services in the judicial system, and for the operation of 
programmes related to the Administration of Justice in New 
Brunswick. Some of its more important functions are the 
administration of Criminal Legal Aid, the operation of the county 
registry offices, the provision of administrative services to 
support the court system, the operation of public prosecutions 
System, provision of correctional services, and the Law Reform 
Division. As a whole the department will respond to requests from 


the public for speakers at meetings to discuss various aspects of 
the law. 


The Law Reform Division is comprised of four 
branches: Legal Research, Legislation Drafting, Translation and 
Computerization, Systems and Operations. This segment of the 
Department of Justice researches certain projects such as 
repayment mortgage clauses, problems facing disabled people, and 
matrimonial property. Each project is assembled in legislative 
form for the perusal of the government and relies on community 
participation for the commencement of such studies. 


The Criminal Legal Aid Branch enables a person of 
limited assets to acquire counsel for matters falling under the 
Criminal Code and certain Provincial Statutes. In certain 
circumstances and upon approval of the provincial director 
assistance may be available for women facing family law-oriented 
problems where the husband has left the province and seeks a 
divorce or custody of the children. 


The Correctional Services Branch in Saint John, in 
conjunction with the Crown Prosecutor's Office and the Saint John 
Police Department, has established a Youth Squad. The city is 
divided into five sectors with a police officer assigned to a 
sector to handle first offender juveniles mainly in the area of 
shoplifting. The business community is actively involved in this 
programme. The youth is introduced to the court system but is 
reprimanded and required to work with an organization rather than 
facing a court imposed punishment. Also in existence is the Fine 
Option Programme whereby those financially unable to pay a fine 
work the fine off for some community organization. 


Also within the Department exists the Crown 
Prosecutor's Office. As well as handling crown prosecutions the 
Prosecutor's Office handles and approves Peace Bond applications 
under section 745 of the Criminal Code. They also answer 
inquiries from and concerning deserted wives and children and 
unwed mothers, particularly matters relating to Maintenance, 
custody, paternity and child welfare. The Crown Prosecutor's 
Office does not provide other criminal or civil legal information, 
although members of the office are available to speak to concerned 
groups upon request.
